True, the lower rate was made pos- 
sible by a relatively larger assess- 
ment, and the land assessment this 
year is less than half that of four 
or five years ago. But is does not 
follow that the reduced land as- 
sessment will bring each tax bill 
down below the level of previous 
years, nor even that, with the 
higher rate, many will not find 
their bills larger than usual. 
Though the aggregate assess- 
ment of real estate is less than half 
what it formely was, not every lot 
has been cut down in the same 
proportion. The reduction has not 
been made by a_ horizontal cut 


| across all asssessed values, but by 


a reconsideration of the values of 
individual lots, location, use and 
earning power being factors in the 
calculation. Naturally the reduc- 
tion has been less in the case of 
lots occupied by buildings and lots 
available for building purposes in 
the heart of the city than in the 
case of far out vacant lots, whose 
earning value is nothing at present 
and a matter of opinion for 
future. As a result the owner of a 
close in house ‘and lot or business 


block is likely to find that 
though his lot is assessed 
at little less than last year, be- 


eause his building is also assessed 
this year, the total valuation of 
the property is made _ higher 
than last year—and his taxes cor- 
respondingly increased. 

Some measure of disappointment 
is to be expected on the part of 
those who had looked for a reduc- 
tion in their tax bills because of 
the new taxes imposed this year, 


but who find that they are called | 


upon to pay as much or more on 
their homes or business property 
as formerly, One reason is that the 
income from the new taxes .has 
been swallowed up by increased 
expenditure, The business and in- 
come taxes are calculated to bring 
in something less than — $300,000, 
while the estimated expenditure is 
nearly a half million dollars more 
than was spent last year. The dif- 
ference, of course, has to be added 
to the amount collectable on real 
estate and buildings, ° 

But the main factor in defeating 
these hoped-for reductions is no 
doubt the process of readjustment 
by which taxation is being reduced 
on outlying vacant lots and im- 
posed upon property — situated 
where it can be made to produce 
revenue. The vast areas of farming 
land which in the palmy days were 
brought into the city cannot earn 
taxes. The tax sale proves that. 
But the city must have money, and 
aside from the small amount 
brought in from the business and 
income taxes there is only one 
source from which to get it—pro- 
perty so situated that it is or can 
be used for residential or busi- 
ness purposes. Until an influx of 
population or a revival of specula- 
tion restores such value or suppos- 
ed value to outlying vacant pro- 
verty that people can and will pay 
axes in order to use or hold it, 
the owner of inside property must 
be the stand-by of the city. For 
hin the chances of reduced taxes 
are not bright.

Sept. .—(By 4Associated Press)—-The 
Germans appear to be burning sup- 
plies and blowing up ammunition 


dumps in the region north of the Oise 
river and east of the Noyon-Guiscard 
road. Many conflagrations have been 
seen as far east as Tergnier and ex- 
plosions at Ugny, north of Chauny: 
French cavalry have reached the edge 
of Guiscard, while the jnfantry have 
advanced beyond CrisolJés and crossed 
the Noyon-Gulscard ro: and occupied 
the Autrecourt wood. These indica- 
tions confirm the general impressjon 
that the enemy is preparing for a 
general retreat south of the Somme 
towards the line from St. Quentin ‘to 
la Fere.
